Lake Elementary 
School he moved to 
Emerson as principal , the 
entire faculty agreed to follow 
the same procedure, making 
the local school first in the 
nation in this regard 

Acclaim which has been 
accorded Emerson has included 
extensive national recognition. 
A feature article appeared in 
Newsweek magazine this 
month. 

Although textbooks are still 
used on a. supplementary 
basis, each Emerson 
student—kindergarten — thr- 
ough sixth grade—learns the, 
bulk of his lessons each day 
through the newspaper 

Wilson initially arose early 
each morning to prepare lists of 
possible lesson topics, to be 
copied and distributed to each 
teacher. 

The faculty members now 
handle this task on their own 
adapting the selection of topics 
to the needs of each class.

Use of newspapers not only 
imparts timeliness to the 
studies but also seems to

Initial rapid transit 
to omit Quad-Cities 


No Quad-City link was in- 
cluded in the proposal for an 
initial rapid transit line in the 
St. Louis metropolitan area, 
announced late Thursday 
ternoon by the East-West 
Gateway Coordinating Council. 


At least two public hearings 
will be held by East-West on an 
ll-mile subway system from 
Clayton to downtown St. Louis 
and East St. Louis, Executive 
Director Eugene Moody said 


Staff recommendations for 
the project will be received by 
the East-West board Jan. 30 for 
possible action in February 


An overall rapid transit 
system may cost $2 billion, and 


the first phase—requiring six 
years to complete—involves 
expenditure of $350 million to 
$400 million (80 per cent by the 
federal government) 


A rail line would run from 
East St. Louis through the 
railroad deck of Eads Bridge 
into St. Louis and then un- 
derground generally along 
Lindell Blvd. to Clayton, the 
county seat of St. Louis County 


The railroad line would be 
supplemented by feeder bus 
lines from Waterloo, Belleville, 
O'Fallon and Collinsville. 

Rapid transit discussions also 
have included a future rail line 
to the Quad-Cities. 


Meanwhile, the federal 
government is preparing to 
emphasize funds for transit and 

construction of new high- 


ways. 

President Richard M. Nixon 
said Saturday that progress is 
being made in dealing with the 
energy ¢risis “due to public 
cooperation. He said that if 
Americans ‘continue to 
cooperate, we can avoid 
hardships this winter and we 
can avoid gasoline rationing 
this spring, 

Because present mass transit 
in the St. Louis area is rated as 
“poor,” this region is one of 65 
that would receive — the 
maximum gasoline allocations 
if rationing is ordered, Drivers

Housing office robbed of *900 


Two armed robbers wearing 
ski masks held up five employes 
of the Madison County Housing 
Authority office at Market 
Street and Washington Avenue 
in Madison at 3:15 p.m. Friday 
and escaped with $900. 

It was the second such 
daylight robbery in the past 
seven weeks. Two men using 
the same method of operation 
robbed the housing authority 
offices on Dec. 3, fleeing with 
$1,640. 

Madison police said the 
robbers entered the office 


lobby, forced a door into a 
private office and said: ‘This is 
a holdup . . . Get down fast." 
Four women and a man 
employe were forced to lie on 
the floor while the two men 
gathered up the money. Both 
robbers wore ski masks and 
both carried guns, as did the 
two men who previously robbed 
the office. Both were black. 
Edward Foley, housing 
authority director, said after 
the robbery that’ electrically 
controlled locks will be installed 
on the front door and heavy- 


duty locks will be installed on 
the office doors. ; 

Foley said other security 
measures also will be taken to 
prevent a reoccurrence, | in- 
Cluding a burglar alarm system 
connected directly with. the 
Madison police station that can 
be sounded from six locations. 

“We will take every step to 
protect our office and employes, 
and from: now on entering our 
offices will be like entering a 
bank vault,” Foley said. 


Madison school pacts ok'd 


A new working agreement for 
custodians, clerks and cooks 
employed by Madison School 
District 12 was approved by the 
Board of Education in a regular 
meeting Thursday night. 

The new pact provides a 
salary increase of 15 cents per 
hour for custodians and cooks. 
Other benefits negotiated in the 
new agreement include a $5 
increase in the district's 
payment on insurance 
premiums and an_ incentive 
bonus system under which the 
employes will receive pay for 
sick leave not used. 

For the clerks, the agreement 
increases salaries $25 per 
month. Clerks also will receive

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‘Higher Medicare 
costs absorbed 


Chicago-based Blue Cross and 
Blue Shield will absorb the 
increases in. the Medicare 
deductible and co-payments 
which went into effect Jan. 1, 
for their members over 65, it 
has been announced by Robert 
M.- Redinger, president. 

“This amounts to an 
automatic increase in benefits 
for the more than 220,000 sub- 
scribers of the Blue Cross 65 and 
Blue Shield 65 program, without 
added costs to them,” Redinger 
said. 

‘The formulas for increasing 
the Part A (hospital) deductible 
and co-payments are written 
into the Medicare. law. 
Medicare patients now must 
pay an $84 deductible upon 
entering a hospital, an increase 
of $12 from the 1973 deductible. 

Redinger noted that the Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield Medicare 
supplemental program covers 
the deductible. 

There will be three other 
major changes in Medicare 
payments, all covered by the 
supplemental program, 
Redinger said. 

For a hospital stay between 61 
and 90 days, the daily charge to 
Medicare patients has been 
increased from $18 to $21 

For a hospital stay extending 
beyond 90 days (requiring use of 
the allotted 60 life-time reserve 
days), the patient's co-payment 
has been increased from $36 to 
$42. 

For an extended care-facility 
stay of more than 20 days, an 
increase of $1.59. 
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Area bird watchers 
have fewer to watch 


The Illinois Conservation 
Department is going to do 
something for the birds—it’s 
going to count them. 

The bird census will be the 
first step in starting an annual 
winter bird count in.the state, 
which may show when certain 
species begin to diminish in 
numbers and approach the 
“endangered species’’ status. 

Vernon Kleen,* non-game 
specialist in the department's 
wildlife division, reports that 
the first winter bird count wi 
be made between now and Feb. 
15, utilizing two dozen or more 
volunteers. 

Most of the spotters will be 
members of the Audubon 
Society, which conducts its own 
annual Christmas. bird count. 

Specific five-mile routes will 
be laid out within a circle with a 
15-mie radius, and the 
volunteer will walk thig route 
starting at sunrise and stopping 
four hours later. 

The volunteers will be asked 
to note every bird they see or 
hear, and to record both the 
various species encountered 
and the numbers of each. 

Each specific route will be 
walked only on one day during 
the month-long bird census, 
which means thay individuals 
will be able to do several, dif- 
ferent routes during the period, 


Kleen said. 

The final results, when 
tabulated, will be sent to the 
federal Wildlife Research 
Center in Maryland, and the 
Illinois totals will be included in 
the International Bird Census 
program 

The period ending Feb. 15 was 
selected, Kleen said, to take 
advantage of a totally stable 
bird population, when no 
migrations have yet begun 

He anticipates that results in 
the next several years will show 
declines in population of almost 
all birds recorded, with the

exception probably of only 
starlings, house sparrows and 
the like. 

Should the Monk parakeet 
become well established in 
linois, and repeat its breeding 
‘patterns from other) places, it 
tap, could easily become a bird 
whose numbers would continue 
to. grow, rather than dwindle.

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Dismissed town highway 
worker topic of board 


“~~ The issue of a dismissed 


Nameoki Township Highway 
Department employe occupied 
much of the time of the 
Nameoki 


Town Board last 
week. 


A letter from Supervisor 
Louis Whitsell on the question 
was read at the meeting and the 
board adjourned into a lengthy 
executive session afterward to 
further discuss possible rein- 
statement of the employe. He 
has not been reinstated, 
however. 

The man in question, Jack 
Taviner, wrote a letter after the 
incident to the Town Board of 
Auditors but’ the auditors 
declined to read the letter at the 
meeting. Instead, a response 
letter from Whitsell to the board 
was read. 4 

In the letter, Whitsell 
disagreed and said Taviner's 
letter should be read at the 
meeting. “As a resident he is 
entitled to have it read 
publicly,” Whitsell said in his 
letter. 

He continued, “Normally, I 
would say that this matter was 
up to the highway com- 
missioner, but, however, Mr. 
Taviner has been approved and 
employed under the Federal 
Revenue Sharing Fund. 

“As per our contract with the 
Highway Department, with our 
revenue sharing funds, it is the 
duty of the Town Board to ap- 
prove or to: disapprove said 
employes. 

“To my knowledge, none of 
the Town Board was consulted 
on this matter. As a member of 
the Board of Auditors, I should 
be consulted. 

“I have heard both sides of 
this problem, after the fact, and 
it is my opinion that Mr. 
Taviner was dismissed for 
reasons unrelated to his em- 
ployment 

“To be as fair as we can about 
this problem, I will entertain a 
motion to|call a closed hearing 
between all parties involved, to 
determine the best possible 
solution after the town clerk 
presents this letter at our next 
regular meeting,” the letter 
suggested 

Whitsell, the Town Board, 
Highway Commissioner Albert 
Bell and a union representative 
then met in a closed session to 
further discuss the issue. 

At that meeting, the letter 
from Taviner was read. It 
follows. 

“I, Jack Taviner, have 
worked almost two years for the 
Nameoki ‘Township. Highway 
Department. I was terminated 
Dec. 3, 1973, because of union 
activities. I have not had a 
chance to present my side of 
what did happen.

“Supervisor Whitsell has 
been more than fair and has 
done as much as he can for the 
men, When he does try and help 
in any way, the highway 
commissioner tells Whitsell 
that he is running the highway 
department—keep out! 

“During the Christmas snow, 
Bell refused emergency snow 
equipment to the Pontoon 
village (Pontoon Beach) and 
yet his foreman, Elmer 
Sullivan, used.a man and 
equipment to clean out 
driveways on Shirlene and

Susskind will increase 
his operatic conducting 


Walter Susskind, who will 
leave his post as music director 
of the St. Louis Symphony 
Orchestra at the end of the 1974- 
75 season, intends to continue 
his worldwide appearances as 
guest conductor and to increase 
his operatic conducting, an 
activity for which he has had 
little time during his years in 
this area 

“When I leave St. Louis, I will 
leave behind seven years of my 
musical life and much of my 
heart,” Susskind s. “But 
after seven. seasons, having 
given all of my best efforts and 
utter devotion, I think the time 
has come to turn over the 
leadership of this marvelous 
orchestra to a new man. 

“America has the richest 
orchestral life in the world and 
this orchestra is in the very 
front rank. A farsighted board 
and a firstrate management 
team have dilligently worked 
with me to help put it there.” 


President Ben H. Wells 
comments, “Few orchestras in 
history have _experienced—a 
period of growth equal to that of 
the St. Louis Symphony 
Orchestra under Walter 
Susskind; under his leadership 
the orchestra has joined the 
ranks of the best in the world. 


“The high standards of 
performance and service which 
he has set are the source of 
enormous pride to the members 
of the St. Louis Symphony 
Orchestra, its board of directors 
and the community 


“We respect Mr. Susskind’s 
decision to relinquish, after 
seven years of devoted service, 
the onerous duties of music 
director, and look forward with 
pleasure to another year and a 
half of great music-making 
under his direction. We an- 
ticipate that after 1975 Maestro 
Susskind will continue his 
musical association with the 
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orchestra as a frequent guest 
conductor."” 

Susskind became music 
director here in September 1968, 
having previously served as 
music director of the Royal Carl 
Rosa Opera Company, the 
Scottish National Orchestra, the 
Victoria. | Symphony in 
Melbourne, Australia, the 
Toronto Symphony and the 
Aspen Music Festival. 

Born in Prague, 
Czechoslovakia, in 1913, he was 
trained as a pianist, composer 
and conductor at the State 
Conservatory in Prague, and at 
the age of 20 became assistant 
conductor of the Prague Ger- 
man Opera House. 

Susskind is the eighth music 
director in the 94-year history of 
America’s second oldest major 
symphony orchestra. He suce- 
ceeded Eleazar De Carvalho 
who held the position for five 
year's 

During Susskind’s tenure in 
St. Louis he enlarged the or 
chestra from 80 to 96 musicians, 
adding. assistant principal 
woodwinds for the first time and 
increasing the number of string 
players. 

Of the 96 musicians now in the 
orchestra, 45 were engaged by 
Susskind, including 21 of the 3 
principals, associate principals 
and assistant principals 

Season subscriptions to the 
orchestra rose from 5,200 to 

0 and total attendance from 

400 to over 500,000. Sub- 
scription concerts were in- 
creased from 56 to 83, and in- 
come from ticket sales more 
than doubled 

During Susskind’s tenure, the 
St. Louis Symphony will have 
played seven.concerts in New 
York’s Carnegie Hall, three in 
the John F. Kennedy Center in 
Washington and two at 
Orchestra Hall in Chicago. 

Susskind was the first con. 
ductor to appear in both the 
opera house and the concert hall 
of the Kennedy Center, and 
recently conducted _ the 
Melbourne Symphony's first 
appearance in the new Sydney 
Opera House in Australi 

The Symphony Society's 
music committee has begun the 
search for a successor.

The increase, effective for 
lunches and breakfasts served 
from Jan. 1, 1974, to June 30, 
1974, was made by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture in 
accordance with legislation 
passed in November. The child 
nutrition legislation calls for 
payment rates to be adjusted 
twice each year. 

During fiscal year 1973, 
Illinois schools served 
161,972,855 lunches under the 
National Lunch Program, and a 
total of 5,619,992 breakfasts 

Of those, 62,072,620 lunches 
and 5,250,277 breakfasts were 
served free to needy children. 

Federal reimbursement for 
the lunches totaled $37,8° 
and for breakfasts, $9 
Those figures do not_ include 
food commodities provided by

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Foster parents needed 


Applicants are needed in 
Madison County who are in- 
terested in offering their homes 
for the foster care of teenagers, 
it was reported today by the 
Department of Children and 
Family Services. 

Circumstances leading to 
placement of children by the 
department often are due to 
family conflicts, broken 
relationships, and the inability 
of their own parents to make a 
go of it. Normal behavior 
problems exhibited by all 
teenagers are often 
exaggerated by foster children 
because of their feelings on 
confusion and rejection of not 
being in their own homes, a 
said. 


an adequate physical en- 
vironment, but requires extra 
understanding and patience on 
the part of the foster parents. 

Raising one’s own natural 
children does not necessarily 
indicate success in caring for 
teenage foster children. It is 
important for foster parents to 
be able to tolerate behaviors 
that would differ from the 
behaviors they would expect of 
their own, children, the 
spokesman said. 

The primary consideration in 
selecting foster parents is 
finding those persons who can 
accept the child as he is, while 
helping the child explore 
alternative ways of behavior 
Applicants should be ynature 
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psychological needs and thus 
are able to help children who 
are struggling for self-identity 
and atteinpting to meet their 
own needs, the department 
noted. 

While foster parents are 
responsible for the day to day 
care of the child, the agency 
provides a wide range of sup- 
portive servicers for the foster 
parents and the foster child, 


including contacts by a social. 


worker, psychological 
evaluations and psychiatric 
consultation, if necessary 
While the state does pay a 
monthly boarding check for the 
children in foster care, it must 
be emphasized that this amount 


expenses for which the parents 
will not be reimbursed. Medical 
and dental expenses, along with 
such items as school expenses, 
also are covered by the 
department. 


Being a foster parent for 
teenagers requires a capacity 
for acceptance and un- 
derstanding, tolerance for 
frustration, and a potential for 
recognizing and identifying 
each child’s individuality a 
specific needs along with the 
ability to relate to these needs, 
it was pointed out. 


Persons desiring more in-

Employer tax 
form deadline 


Illinois employers have ten 
days in which to report Social 
Security and withheld income 
taxes for the last quarter 

The Jan, 31 deadline does not 
apply to those employers who 
make timely deposits in federal 
Reserve or approved com- 
mercial banks of the full! 
amount of tax due. 

They are allowed an ad- 
ditional ten days to file Form 
941, ‘Employer's Quarterly 
Federal Tax Return.” 

“This year we'd like to stress 
that those employers who 
received the preaddressed 
Form 941 in the mail Should use 
it to file their report,” said Leon 
C. Green, IRS district director. 

“Those persons who did not 
receive the preaddressed forms. 
can obtain forms from their IRS 
office.” 

Any balance of Federal 
Unemployment Tax not over 
$100 for 1973 should be paid by 
Jan. 31, using Form 940. 
Balances of tax due over $100 
require the employer to make a 
deposit with FTD Form 508. 

As with Form 941, taxpayers 
who deposit the full amount of 
tax on time may have ten ad- 
ditional days to file the return 

IRS Publication 15, “Circular 
E—Employer’s Tax Guide,” 
provides further information of 
these taxes and is available free 
by contacting Forms, P.O. Box 
1468, Springfield, Ill.

Iinois in transition from 
dumps to sanitary landfills 


The Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency is ‘spon- 
soring a series of seminars 
throughout the state to assist in 
an “orderly transition from 
pollution-causing garbage 
dumps to sanitary landfills.” 

Richard 4H. Briceland, 
director of the Illinois EPA, 
reports the day-long seminars 
will help landfill operators 
comply with regulations 
enacted by the IHinois Pollution 
Control Board to protect the 
environment 

“Sanitary landfills are 
replacing garbage dumps in 
every part of Illinois,” 
Briceland said. “Through these 
seminars, we at the Illinois 
EPA hope to help solve 
problems of concern to the 
landfill operators and to per 
sons who live near landfills 

“Garbage dumps can cause 
both air and water pollution and 
can serve as breeding areas for 
rats, mice and insects,” he 
said 

Proper operation of sanitary 
landfills requires that all solid 
waste be compacted and buried 
daily and that necessary steps 
be taken to eliminate pollution 
to groundwater. 

“The health and safety 
hazards, as well as the visual 
blight, caused by garbage 
dumps are fast becoming things 
of the past in Illinois,” 
Briceland said 

“The Illinois EPA is en- 
couraging development of 
recycling and resource
